On  the  ei ening  < »t'  March  21,  1827,  a  Large  number 
of  iii»'hil)<T>  from  the  five  Evangelical  Congregational 
Churches  then  existing  in  Boston,  (viz.  Old  South,  Park- 
Street,  Essex-Street,  Green-Street  and  Ilanover-Strect,) 
met  ;it  the  Hanover-Street  Vestry,  to  consider  what 
measures  1 1 1 i lt  1 » t  be  adopted  to  enlarge  the  boundaries  of 
Zion,  and  extend  the  influence  of  the  GospeHin  this  city. 
Tlrcir  deliberations  resulted  in  ;i  r * >I 1 1 1 i< •! i  to  erect  two 
new  meeting-houses,  severally  at  the  South  ;iiid  North 
parts  <>f  the  city  j  for  which  purpose  a  subscription  of 
(20,000  was  pledged  the  same  evening,  which  was  soon 
after  raised  to  (30,000. 

Both  houses  were  elected  the  ensuing  season,  one  on 
the  corner  of  Salem  and  North  Bonnet,  and  the  other  on 
the  corner  <>f  Pine  and  Washington  Streets. 

A  competent  number  of  members,  designated  by  a 
joint  committee  of  the  old  Churches,  having  agreed  t<>  he 
constituted  two  new  Churches  to  occupj  the  meeting- 
houses thus  erected  ;  on  the  (wetiin^  of  S;ihl>:ith,  Septem- 
ber, 2,  182*3 ,  the  two  Churches  were  organized  by  the 
same  Council,  mid  ;it  the  Baine  time.  The  public  s<  n  ic<  a 
of  the  occasion  were  held  in  the  Park-Stn  et  Meeting-

house,  tin*  rinht  hand  of  fellowship  1  ><  i 1 1 ir  jjiven  to  the 
Salem  Church  by  Rev.  B.  B.  VVisner,  and  to  the  Pine- 
Street  Church  by  Rev.  William  Jenks,  I).  1).,  and  an 
address  being  made  to  the  two  Churches  by  Rev.  Lyman 
Beechcr,  I).  I).,  and  some  concluding  remarks  \>\  Rev, 
Samuel  Green. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Pine-Street  Church,  after  its 
formation,  was  held  at  the  house  of  Andrew  Bradshaw, 
on  the  evening  ofThiirscI  iy,  September  <»,  1827.  It  then 
consisted  of  forty-jivi  members,  of  whom  twenty-six  were 
males,  and  nineteen,  females.  Of  these,  five  were  from  the 
Hanover-Street  Church;  thirteen,  from  the  *  Hd  South; 
sixteen,  from  Essex-Street;  eight,  from  Park-Street;  and 
one  each,  from  the  Orthodox  Congregational  Churches 
in  Brook  field,  Ashburnham  and  Andover  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  Pine-Street  Meeting-house  was 
laid  June  20,  1827,  and  the  house  was  dedicated  <>n 
Christmas  day,  December  2.>,  1827,  (the  sermon  being 
preached  bj  the  Rev.  Samuel  Green,  of  the  Essex-Street 
Church  ;)  ;m<l  opened  for  public  worship  on  the  following 
Sabbath.  The  Rev,  Thomas  II.  Skinner,  1).  1).,  of 
Philadelphia,  was  installed  first  Pastor  of  the  Church, 
April  10,  1828.  On  account  of  ill  health,  he  asked  a 
dismission  August  l">,  which  was  granted  bj  the  Church 
August  18,  and  sanctioned  by  ;i  Mutual  Council  August 
27,  L828  ;  after  o  pastorship  of  a  little  over  four  mouths. 
He  was  succeeded  bj  the  Rev.  John  Brown,  D.  D.,  of 
Cazenovia,  N.  Y.,  who  was  installed  March  4,  1829,  and 
was  dismissed  February  16,  1831  ;  having  exercised  his 
ministrj  a  few  days  less  than  i\\«>  years,  After  an  interval 
of  one  year  ami  >«  \\ « w  i  months,  the  Rev,  Amos  A,  Pm  lps, 
formerly  of  Hopkinton,  \\a^  installed  Pastor,  September 
I3j  L832  j  and,  after  o  ministry  of  one  year  and  six 
months,  was  dismissed   March  26,  at  his  own 
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request,  that  he  might  accept  an  offered  agency  for  the 
American  Anti-slavery  Society,  He  was  succeeded,  nine 
months  after,  by  Rev.  Artemas  Boies,  of  South  Hadley, 
who  was  installed  December  H>,  L834,  and  dismissed 
October  9,  1840.  After  an  interval  of  one  year  and 
five  months,  Mr.  Austin  Phelps,  of  Philadelphia,  u 
ordained  Pastor,  .March  31,  1842;  who,  after  laboring 
successfully  more  than  six  years,  was  dismissed  May  II, 
1848,  that  lie  might  accept  the  Professorship  of  Sacred 
Rhetoric  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Andover.  The 
present  Pastor,  Rev,  Henry  M.  Dexter,  formerly  of 
Manchester,  N.  II.,  was  installed  April  18,  L849. 

During  the  winter  of  18*11—2,  the  Meeting-house  was 
remodeled  in  its  interior,  the  Church  meanwhile  worship- 
ing in  the  Vestry,  And  during  the  summer  of  1851, 
public  service  was  suspended  four  months,  while  the 
house  was  raised  seven  feet,  and  lengthened  seventeen 
feet,  with  extensive  alterations  and  improvements,  both

You  do  now  cordially  join  yourselves  to  this 
Church  of  Christ,  engaging  to  submit  lb  the  rules  of 
ecclesiastical  government  and  discipline  which  it 
has  adopted  ;  to  strive  earnestly  lor  its  j  eace,  edifi- 
cation and  purity,  and  to  walk  with  its  members  in 
chanty,  faithfulness,  circumspection,  meekness  and 
sobriety.4 

This  you  profess  and  engage. 
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In  consequence  of  these  professions  and  engage- 
ments, ive,  the  members  of  this  church,  [here  the 
members  of  the  church  rise,]  affectionately  receive 
you  to  our  communion,  and  in  the  name  of  Christ 
declare  you  entitled  to  all  its  privileges  ;  we  wel- 
come you  to  this  fellowship  with  us  in  the  bless- 
ings of  tht:  gospel,  and  on  our  part,  engage  to  watch 
over  you  and  seek  your  edification,  as  long  as  you 
shall  contiuue  with  us. 

And  now,  beloved  in  the  Lord,  let  it  be  impressed 
on  your  minds,  that  you  have  entered  into  solemn 
obligations,  from  which  you  can  never  escape. 
Wherever  you  go,  these  vows  will  be  upon  you  ; 
they  will  follow  you  to  the  bar  of  God,  and  will 
abide  upon  you  to  eternity.  May  the  Lord  guide 
and  preserve  you  till  death,  and  at  last  receive  you 
and  us  to  that  blessed  world,  when:  our  love  and 
joy  shall  be  forever  perfect.  Ami.n.

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ECCLESIASTICAL  PRINCIPLES  ADOPTED  BY  THIS  CHURCH. 

I.  Rights  of  the  church — This  church  is  independent, 
so  far  a>  relates  to  its  internal  organization,  and  the  regu- 
lation of  its  affairs.  Jt  is  amenable  to  no  other  ecclesias- 
tical body,  except  by  it-  own  consent,  and  according  to 
regular  and  established  Congregational  principles.  With 
these  exceptions,  it  controls  the  admission,  discipline,,and 
removal  of  its  members,  according  to  its  ow  n  understand- 
ing of  the  word  of  G<  d. 

II.  Connection  with  other  churches, — Tins  church  will 
extend  toother  Evangelical  Congregational  churches  and 
receive  from  them  that  fellowship,  advice,  and  assistance 
which  the  law  of  Christ  requires.  It  will  extend  the 
usual  rights  of  communion,  and  practice  the  mutual 
transfer  of  members,  according  to  its  own  convictions  of 

duty.     It    holds   itself  bound   to  regard   the  decisions  of 

regular  mutual  councils,  and  to  seek  the  promotion  of* 
peace  with  all  the  churches  of  <>nr  Lord. 

III.  Rights  <>f  wcwioers.— Every  member  has  a  right  to 
church  privileges,  unless  forfeited  by  misconduct]  and 
when  thus  forfeited,  he  can  be  deprived  of  them  only  by 
regular  process,  Winn  accused,  he  has  a  right  t«»  know 
the  explicit  charges,  and  to  have  an  open  and  candid 
hearing. 

I\.  Duties  oj  thi  church  and  its  members, —  It  is  the 
duty  of  this  church  ami  members,  to  consult  and  seek 
the  concurrence  of  their  pastor,  in  matters  of. discipline 
ami  internal  regulations.  It  h  the  duty  of  the  members 
to  attend  such  stated  meetiugs  as  are  appointed  bj  a  vote 


of  the  church,  unless  pr»»\  nK ntiallv  j>re\ eiited.  A 1 1 \ 
member  having  cause  of  complaint  against  another,  should 
immediately  seek  i<»  have  it  removed  in  a  Christian  man- 
ner, as  directed  in  Matthew,  16th  chapter,  1 5,  IG,  and  1 7 1  h 
verses.  Any  member  wishing  t<>  withdraw  from  this  to 
another  church,  should  signify  his  wishes  and  his  reasons, 
and  apply  in  a  proper  spirit  to  be  first  released  from 
hi>  obligations  t<>  this  church.  Any  other  mode  <>f  with- 
drawing will  he  deemed  irregular  and  censurable. 

V.  Ctnsurabh  offences.  —This  church  considers  im- 
moral conduct,  breach  of  express  covenant  vows,  neglect 
of  acknowledged  religious  »<i  relative  duties,  and  avow'ed 
disbelief  of  the  articles  of  faith  to  which  the  members 
have  assented,  a^>  offences  subject  t * >  the  censure  of  the 

church. 

VI.  Evuhncc. — The  confession  of  the  party  accused, 
the  concurrence  of  two  competent  witnesses,  to  the  same 
fact,  or  circumstantial  evidence  to  the  same  amount,  shall 
he  deemed  sufficient  for  conviction. 

\  II.  Permanent  officers. — The  permanent  officers  of 
this  church,  are  the  pastor  or  pastors,  and  the  deacons. 

The  pastor  shall  be  a  member  of  this  chinch,  and  to 
him  pertains  tin*  office  of  moderator.  1o  the  deacons, 
according  to  seniority,  pertains  the  office  of  moderator  in 
the  absence  of  the  pastor,  that  of  assisting  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Lord's  supper,  and  that  of  aiding  the  pas- 
tor generally  in  the  spiritual  care  of  the  flock, 
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STANDING  IM'I.ES. 

I.  All  meetings  for  business  shall  be  opened  with 
prayer, 

II.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  church  shall  be  In  Id  in 
the  month  of  January,  at  such  time  as  the  Pastor  and 
Deacons  shall  appoint. 

III.  A  special  business  meeting  may  be  called  at  any 
time  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Pastor  and  Deacons,  it 
shall  !><•  expedient;  and  shall  be  called  ;it  any  time  upon 
the  written  application  of  five  male  members  of  the 
church. 

I  V .  At  the  annual  meeting  the  following  elections  shall 
be  made  for  the  ensuing  year  : 

1.  A  Clerk,  who  shall  keep  the  records  <>f  the  church. 

2.  An  Examining  Committee,  of  which  the  Pastor  and 
Deacons  -hall  constitute  a  part,  who  shall  meet  on  four 
Thnrxlav  e\eiiin<_^  iiniiic<li;itel v  following  each  commu- 
nion  season,  and  examine  all  applicants  for  admission, 
and  present  a  written  report  of  the  names  of  such  as  they 

shall  approve  to  the  chinch.     Thev   shall   also  act   as  a 

committee  of  inquiry  and  discipline,  and  shall  make  a 

report   of  the   State  of  the  rluireh  ;  of  their  doillgS  ;  and 

<>f  the  absent  members,  at  the  annual  meeting. 

3.  A  Treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  church,  and  of  all  collections  for  relig- 
ious and  charitable  objects,  and  make  a  written  report  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

1.  An  Auditor,  who  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  ac- 
count, and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

f>.    A  Committer   upon  < '< 'lleet i<ms   for   religious  and 
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charitable  objects,  who  shall  make  a  w  ritten  report  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

V.  All  officers  and  standing  committees  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot. 

VI.  The  order  of  business  at  the.  annual  meeting  shall 

be  as  follows  :

VII.  Candidates  lor  admisssion  shall  stand  propounded 
at  least  tour  weeks,  and  notice  >ha 1 1  be  ^ivcn  to  the  con- 
gregation of  such   a*>  are  expected  to  make  a  profession, 

at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  their  admission. 

VIII.  All  persons  admitted  to  the  church  .-hall  Bign  its 
Confession  of  Faith  .and  Covenant. 

IX.  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  observed  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  first  Sabbaths  of  January,  March,  May,  July, 
September  and  Not  ember. 

X.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  church  on  Friday 
evening  of  each  week,  for  devotional  exercises  ami  reli- 
gious conference,  and  for  the  transaction  of  business  that 
may  regularly  come  before  the  church.    The  meeting 

laflt  preceding  each  communion  season  "-hall  be  especially 

devoted  t«>  preparation  for  the  proper  reception  of  the 
ordinance* 

XI.  At  the  close  of  the  church  meeting  last  preceding 


each  communion  mmnui,  ;i  c<  ►  i i t r i I » i i t i « > i j  shall  he  l  Jteil,  to 

be  appropriated,  alter  payment  of  church  expenses,  espe- 
cially to  the  relief  of  it-  own  indigent  members,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Pastor  and  Deacons. 

XII.  Tin-  Examining  Committee  are  authorized  to 
appropriate  Mich  huh-  from  the  funds  of  the  church,  as 
may  be  in  their  judgment  expedient,  to  the  relief  of  poor 
members  of  oth<  r  churches  worshiping  with  us. 

XIII.  The  necessarj  expenses  of  all  delegations  to 
ecclesiastical  councils  shall  bo  paid  by  the  Treasurer  from 

the  funds  of  tllC  church. 

XIV.  Delegates  to  ecclesiastical  councils  shall  make 
report  of  their  doings,  ;iik1  of  the  action  of  the  council, 
at  the  meeting  on  the  Frid  i\  evening  next  succcedim:  the 
termination  of  the  council. 

XV.  Members  of  this  church  removing  their  place 
of  worship,  shall  obtain  a  dismission  from  this,  ami  a 
recommendation  to  the  church  with  winch  they  worship, 
within  om  year  from  the  time  of  such  change,  unless 
reasonable  excuse  be  rendered  for  their  neglect. 

XVI.  Letters  of  dismission  shall  be  valid  six  months 
onlv  from  their  dan-,  ami  members  who  have  received 
such  letter>  to  other  churches  shall  not  vote  in  our  church 
meetings,  unless  thej  have  returned  the  same. 

XVII.  Memher>  who  have  heen  halutuallv  absent  from 

the  worship  and  ordinances  of  this  church  for  om  ytart 
shall  not  vote  ni  the  meetings  of  the  church  so  long  as 
Mich  habitufl I  absence  <*<  >nl inues. 

XVIII.  When  any  ollicer   of  the   church   shall  cease 

regularly  to  worship  with  us,  his  office  shall  be  vacated 

from  the  tune  he  thu>  ceaso  (,»  worship  with  US. 

XIX.  W  hen  anj  member  of  a  sister  church  shall 
statedly  worship  ami  commune  with  this  church  for  more, 
than  one  year,  without  removing  his  relation  to  us,  it 
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shall  be  the  dllt]  of  the  Iv\aininin;,r  Committee  to  notify 
the  church  of  which  he  is  a  member,  ol  that  fact. 

XX.  The  Examining  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting 
after  each  communion,  >lnll  examine  the  entries  made  in 
the  church  records  since  the  communion  preceding  the 
last,  and  if  found  correct  approve  them.  An  entry  of 
such  examination  and  approval  shall  be  made  ami  signed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee. 

XXI.  The  \\  Ah  twing  shall  be  deemed  the  regular  course 
of  procedure  in  all  cases  of  discipline. 

1.  The  brother  offended  <»r  aggrieved,  should  seek  the 
removal  of  the  offence,  in  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  by 
fraternal  conference  with  the  offender  alone. 

:2.  Failing  in  the  removal  of  his  ditficulty  thus,  he 
should  take  with  him  one  or  two  judicious  brethren,  and 
wnli  their  mediation,  strive  for  Christian  satisfaction. 

3.  This  being  in  vain,  lie  should  bring  the  matter  to  the 
notice  of  the  Examining  Committee,  who  shall  endeavor 
to  bring  about  a  reconciliation,  and  who  (if  tln^  cannot 
be  effected,  or  does  not  result  in  harmony)  shall  prefer 
a  formal  complaint  before  the  church  against  the  offend- 
ing brother. 

t.  It  the  church  entertain  the  complaint,  they  shall 
appoint  a  time  for  q  hearing  of  the  case  ami  summon  the 
offender  to  be  present  at  that  hearing,  furnishing  him  at 
least  one  week  before  the  time  of  the  hearing  with  a  copy 
ot  the  charges  ;ej,niet  him,  together  with  tin-  names  ol 
the  witnesses  who  will  he  relied  on  for  proof. 

5.  If  on  Buch  he. line;  the  church  .are  satisfied  ot'  the 
guilt  "I*  the  part}  accused,  the)  may  vote  to  admonish 
him  publicly,  to  suspend  him  for  some  definite  period  from 
the  privileges  of  tin  church,  or  to  excommunicate  him 
from  in  membership,  according  to  the  aggravation  ot'  the 
offence. 

D.  No  such  vote  of  censure  shall  be  passed  except  upon

the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at 
a  regular  meeting.

AXIL  No  alteration  shall  he  made  in  the  foregoing 
principles  and  rulr<,  unless  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
church,  it  having  been  proposed  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  previous,  and  by  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present.
